She questioned the pro-j 
prlely of our printing it, but laid 
the war blame on "the folks in 
Washington." 


Our friend identified herself (but 


I've already forgotten the name), 
said she was planning a letter to 
the newspaper "burning the folks 
in Washington" — but she wanted 
the letter kept anonymous. I talk- 
ed her out of it. 


We do sometimes publish letters 


without disclosing the writer's true 
name, although the actual signa- 
ture is in our files — but on think- 
ing it over I don't believe this wo- 
man or anyone else would want to 
say something in print about our 
national government in an emerg- 
ency and yet refuse to put name 
and address to it. 


It the writing and the thought 


behind it is important enough to be 
printed these days everyone is also 
entitled to know who wrote it.

I know how that local woman 


felt. Every now and then all of us 
arc overwhelmed by a sense of 
disaster and despair — and there 
is a temptation to relieve yourself 
with a bitter outburst. But don't 
put it in print. 


If it won't help, why say it for 


the record'.' 


Nevertheless, I am going to tell 


you what this woman said she's 
afraid is happening to our country. 
I can summarize it here because 
I am also going to point out where 
I believe she is wrong. She's afraic 
the United States is going to be 
•drawn into a major land war in 
Asia, until our fighting men arc 
killed off, and Arm 
white both of men 
and 
money 


That picture of U. S. troops re 
treating through Korean snow was 
to her, the forerunner of complete 
disaster. 


On December 1 (mail edition dat 


cd December 2) I discussed the 
foreign situation in this column 
under the headline "Europe Ob 
viously Looking Out for No. 1"— 
which" I still-: Inink, constitutes luif 
answer to most of this woman's' 
fears. 
..; 


We're fighting what is known as 
"a little war" in Korea, but if Eur- 
ope double-crosses us because of 
•fear of a major war over there we 
still won't let the Asiatic business 
grow into a major conflict. The 
Navy and Air Force will have a 
job maintaining our position in Ja- 
pan and the Western Pacific isl- 
ands, but'U. S, troops are.never 
going to fight a major war in China 
—I don't know a single American 
citizen who thinks differently. 


We're in trouble — but so is 


whole- world. 


And we've had adventures and 


bad breaks like the Korean war, 
before. 


After the war with Spain 
the 


Uaitcd States presumably 
won 


title to the Philippines — just as 
we won title to Korea at the end 
of the Japanese war because of 
Japan's generation-old occupation 
of Korea. But there was a native 
Filipino named Emilio Aguinaldo. 
Aguinaldo in 1898 set up a provis- 
ional government at Manila in de- 
fiance of us — and for the next 
three years American troops were 
getting shot and killed while hunt- 
ing Aguinaldo's guerrillas up and 
down the mountains of the Phili- 
ppines. As a youngster I knew an 
old ex-sergeant of U. S. cavalry, 
a Jew named Herman Landau, who 
went through that dirty and bloody 
Filipino campaign.

Nor did we end that Filipino wai 


in glory, either. Aguinaldo was 
captured in 1801. The man who 
captured him was U. S. Brig.-Gen 
Frederick Funston, who years lat- 
er, just before World I, precedec 
General Pershing in command o 
our campaign against Pancho Villa 
in Mexico. 


The circumstances surrounding 


the capture of Aguinaldo blightet 
Fnnston's military career. It was 
said, but never proved, that Fun 
ston invited Aguinaldo in for a con 
fcrcnce under a white flag — and 
then grabbed him. America squar- 
ed the account by turning Aguinal- 
do loose, and later gi-ving the Phil- 
ippines their full independence— 
but General Funston never went 
anywhere in a military way there- 
after. 


Those were dark days, too, a 


generation ago — for the war in 
the Philippines was to the America 
of then about as big as the Korean 
war is to the America of now. 


That is, if you exempt the Chi- 


nese from the picture in Korea— 
and we do.
